Student Government Association, the college's 
general operating budget, and matching funds from 
the Northern Pennsylvania Arts Council. 


1981 Music Camp Grows 

The Summer Music Camp for High School 
Students continues to grow. Last year the camp was 
reinstituted in a new two week format with 29 
students enrolled. The summer of 1981 saw the camp 
grow with an enrollment of 41. It would appear that 
the camp will continue this upward trend in enroll¬ 
ment and plans are already underway for the 1982 
camp to be held July 11 thru the 25. The curriculum 
now includes courses in theory, conducting, literature, 
jazz improvisation, and piano class in addition to the 
regular ensembles. College faculty and visiting faculty 
from area schools provide instruction supplemented 
by upperclassmen from the college who serve as 
student counsellors.

David J. Dick, Associate Professor of Music, has 
returned from England after spending his year long 
sabbatical ieave there studying, performing and 
traveling. He and his wife, Carla, resided in the city of 
Bedford, just north of London, where they became 
involved in many musical activities. As members of 
The Bedford Music Society Chorus, they participated 
in a performance of The "Requiem" by Berlioz in 
London's Royal Albert Hall. Mr. Dick completed a 
variety of course work in various aspects of sacred 
music at The Royal School of Church Music in 
Croydon where his major teachers were Sir David 
Willocks, Director of London's Royal College of 
Music; Erik Routley, hymnologist; and Alan Wicks, 
choirmaster and organist at Canterbury Cathedral. 

In April, Mr. Dick was one of three guest speakers 
to deliver a paper at the national convention of The 
British National Federation of Music Societies, an 
organization of amateur musicians which is the 
English equivalent of America's N.F.M.C. The title 
of Mr. Dick's address was "The Status of The Choral 
Art in the U.S.; Past, Present and Future." He also 
appeared in a non-professiona! capacity, as a 
luncheon speaker for The Bedford Rotary Club. In 
May, Mr. Dick attended a London seminar on "Pitch 
In The Renaissance and Baroque Eras" sponsored by 
The London Early Music Center and chaired by 
musicologist Dennis Arnold. 

During the summer, Mr. Dick attended a master 
class in singing under the direction of the famed 
English baritone, John Shirley-Quirk. This was held at 
The Britten-Pears School for Advanced Musical 
Studies in Aldeburgh, Suffolk, site of The Aldeburgh 
International Music Festival and life long home of 
composer Benjamin Britten. During this course, 
Mr. Dick also met and observed a class held by 
Britten's colleague and collaborator, tenor Peter 
Pears. 

As a self-imposed travel project, Mr. and Mrs. Dick 
visited each of the forty-two diocesan cathedrals of 
the Church of England, attending choral services and 
observing cathedral choir rehearsals and performances. 
Both Mr. and Mrs. Dick view this as one of the most 
rewarding activities of their unforgettable year.
